CLUB ON LABOR PARTY 


Kenneth Lindsay, presideht of the 
Oxford University ' Labor Clnb and of 
the Oxford Debating Union, now trav- 
eling In the Xlnlted States on a Re- 
search Fellowship, addressed the Free 
Lance Club last Friday evening on the 
subject of the labor movement, and 
particularly workers’ education in 
Great Rrltaln. He emphasized that 
while there is great fluidity in the 
Unit€Hl States between the levels gt 
society, and While the classes of 
Great Britain are comparatively static, 
there seems to be less Attempt there 
than here to arouse class antagonisms. 
He said that the Labor Party in Eng- 
land is made up of people from all 
elements of society; that the workers 
are not attempting to command lead- 
ership for which they are not qualified, 
but are operating on a basis of mass 
education, r
